Prime Minister St. Laurent said 
Tuesday he is not prepared to bring 
in legislation to designate a na- 
tional anthem for Canada 

He said he has given no thought 
to how “God Save The Queen” 
should be described but hoped it 
would off no one to call it the 


Mr. St Laurent was questioned 
at the house opening Tuesday as to 
what he meant Monday when he 
referred to “‘God Save the Queen 
as the “royal anthem” in calling 
on the house to join in singing it 
on the Queen's birthday observ- 
ance 

He had said that he and Op- 
Position leader Drew wanted to 
suggest this 

Tuesday, Mr. Drew said he had 
talked to the prime minister pri- 
vately about the singing, before 
the house opened, but there had 
been no mention in that conversa 
tion of “royal anthem.” 

“I was unaware of the words 
that were to be used,” he said

LONDON. (CP)—Britain’s fourth 

post-war general election takes 
place Thursday, posing a straight 
choice between state Socialism 
and a Conservative brand of wel- 
fare capitalism. Forecasts favor) 
the Conservatives. 

In 50,000 polling booths through- 
out Great Britain and Northern 
Treland four-fifths of the 35,000,- 
000 electorate will decide among 
a total of 1,409 candidates for the 
630 seats in the House of Com- 
mons. Voting will be between 7 
a.m. and 9 p.m. British time and 
the first results will be made 
known an hour or after the 
polls close. 

(Initial returns should reach Vic- 
toria shortly after 1 p.m. on Thurs- 
day.) 

The battle of the ballots is be- 
tween the ruling Conservative 
party, led for the first time by 
Prime Miniuter Sir Anthony Eden, 
and Clement Attlee’s Labor pagty. 
Both are contesting virtually every 
seat and are the only ones with 
a chance of forming the govern- 
ment, 

The third party, the -Liberals, 
has 110 candidates in the’ field 
It is widely believed that Liberal 
supporters in other constituencies, 
deprived of a candidate of their 
own, may influence the outcome in 
close contests, In past 
such “frustrated” Liberals tended 
to favor the Conservatives in a 
three-to-two ratio. 

GENTEEL CAMPAIGN 

The election elimaxes a three- 
week campaign mostly as genteel 
as cricket on the curate’s. lawn 
It had been heralded as Britain's 
first “TV election,” but 
hours of broadcasting time allotted 
the three parties arently did 
not strike any real sparks in a 
jaded electorate.

Good Roads’ Association and sup- 
porting organizations 

As the delegates—and 
cluded . influential figures in 
nation’s public life and business 
assembled, they found én their news- 
papers the sorry reports of fatalities 
which had occurred during the Vic- 
toria Day week-end, a dismal toll that 
accompanies any protracted holiday 
period in this country 

The conference was called to focus 
attention on the vital importance of 
highway safety, to exchange. views 
on ways of reducing the waste of 
human life and resources on the 
roads and streets of the nation, to 
formulate recommendations for a 
program of action, and to consider a 
permanent Canadian highway safety 
organization. 

The urgency of the need for such 
action was written in black type in 
the press reports of week-end deaths. 
It is emphasized in the dismal sta- 
tistics which record an annual total 
of 3,000 people killed on Canadian 
roads, tens of thousands injured and 
$100 million. worth of property de- 
stroyed.

DOWN IN THE MOUTH 


I am tired of reading the erroneous 
ideas, usually derogatory or purveying 
a distorted idea of the dental profession 
and other professions, written in letters 
to the newspapers by not fully-informed 
people. These ideas are also often spoken 
in public places, and quoted or general- 
ized in the newspapers. As a dentist; I 
beg a little space to express myself on 
this matter and put one facet of i 
problem, “as T see it"into publi¢ View. 

I make at present dental plates of the 
modern type at $60 a denture, and when 
you add to this approximately $30 for 
many fulg extractions—the full price 
approximates at $150, and this includes 
several adjustments and possibly some 
small linings.

Fees vary according to 
individual dentists and various types of 
work. This occurs in. many other types 
of professions, businesses and trades, 
Many unions, I judge, are much more 
rigid in price than professions, and I 
believe, that the man who works at a 
wage or fee below what the union accepts 
may have a hard time of it. Not so in 
the professsions; some work is done at a 
little above cost, and {f the bill is not 
collected fully, some is done below cost. 

By the time a dentist pays his rent, 
supplies, labour, nurse, telephone, equip- 
ment laundry, insurance, heavy 
license fees (city, professional, surgical 
and association) and other incidentals, the 
monthly overhead will average out 
around $500 in a moderately busy city 
practise. Much of this goes on, whether 
he is sick or well, When sick his income

And--four “British divisions 
would also go back across the Channel. 

For the rest, it might seem fo the 
Soviets that there was not a great decal 
to lose, and much to be gained. Most of 
Germany that matters, above al! the 
industria] Rhur, is already in NATO and 
preparing to rearm. A new all-German 
government, with the neutralist Social- 
ists strengthened by East German votes, 
might indeed be “sensible” and stay out 
of NATO, however anti-Communist the 
government might be. At least Germen 
rearmament would be indefinitely delayed. 
POSSIBLE GAINS 


For such certain or possible gains, 
restless East Germany might well be 
deemed expendable. Even the loss of the 
East German uranium mines, and the 
disastrous and embarrassing defeat of 
the East German Communists at the polls, 
might not seem an impossibly high price. 

Again and again in recent years, there 
has’ been half-nervous, half-hopeful specu- 
lation that the Soviets were at last ready 
to negotiate seriously for a German 
settlement, and to withdraw from the 
heart of Europe. Always in the end the 
speculation has proved wrong, and most 
informed officials believe that the Rus- 
sians are not yet really ready to take the 
great risks involved. 

Yet some wise officials now think it 
possible that the Soviets at last may be 
willing to pay a high price for a settle- 
ment—a price so high that we ought to 

’ be thinking seriously about accepting it. 
Otherwise, they believe, the Europeans, 
especially the Germans, may accept it 
whether we like it or not

They 
gang “O Canada” with lusty verve, paid trib- 
ute to us as neighbors, and promised to route 
all tourists through Anacortes to Victoria. 
The Shell Oil people, who have recently built 
an $80 million refinery at Anacortes (to pro- 
cess Alberta crude oil) showed us an excel. 
lent movie of their operation and the genial 
captain of the U.S. Navy Air Arm at Whidhy 
Island invited us all to his forthcoming avia- 
tion ‘show. The atmosphere was . charged 
with nothing but bonhomie and good will. 

* * * 

Apparently it hadn't seeped down to the 
poor bloke manning the gas-pumps of a sta- 
tion on the main highway through Mount 
Vernon. I went in there at 7 a.m. to take on 
some fuel for the drive to Wenatchee. I was 
driving my wife's car, a convertible, because 
we needed a convertible for a parade coming 
up later, It was plastered port and starboard 
with signs saying “Follow the Birds to Vie- 
toria.” and out in front had a bumper-card 
saying something about a “goodwill tour.” 

The attendant, a neat, lean man, handsome 
in a Nordic fashion, eyed the signs skeptically. 
When he had gassed up the car I asked him

if he would check the oil. He jabbed the stick 
into the innards of the engine and drew it 
out again, shoving it in front of my face. At 
the very tip was a single drop of oil. 

“Well,” I said (brilliantly), “am 
oil?” 

He regarded me coldly.

I stared at the stick as if mesmerized, 
completely taken aback by the man’s hostility. 
In the end, I just shrugged. He walked over 
to the oil cans, picked up a couple. “What'dya 
take?” he asked. “20? 307” 

Igdecided to try again. “I don't know,” 
I replied. “What do you recommend?” 

“Ldon't!’ he snarled. 

I turned my back and walked away a few 
feet, smoldering. He watched me disdainfully, 
then placed a can of oil in the dingus. After 
a few seconds: pause,.he-turned-and,-with his 
eyes narrowing a little, muttered: “Who's 
car is this, anyway?” 

I wanted to tell him that it.was “hot”; that 
I was on the lam from a bank hold-up, with 
1,000 sticks of heroin in the glove compart- 
ment. But in the end, I simply said, weakly, 
“My wife's,” paid him, and drove off. 

* * * 

I tell this story simply because it was the 
only unfriendly incident in 1,053 miles of driv- 
ing and meeting American people. I tell it 
also in the hope that some Canadian service 
station attendant might read it—at a time 
when our tourist manners are under close 
scrutiny-and realize that it-is just-such little 
things that cause visitors to form incorrect 
impressions about an entire country. 

I reckon that fellow's rudeness cost his firm 
about $50, because I mentioned it at break- 
fast to the other drivers in our party and none 
of them went to that ‘station for the day's 
“gas-up.” Also, it instilled in me a long-range 
reluctance to try distant stations in the same 
chain, for fear of encountering other attend. 
ants who didn't like tourists, 

The point is that this guy wasn't working 
for the company which signed his pay-cheque. 
In actual fact, he was working for his com- 
petitors Do gas stations farm out fifth- 
columnists? Probably not; but if they did, 
this boy would rate an Iron Cross from the

“It's your stick,” 


The Sudden Heart Attack

Many puzzled people ask me how. it hap- 

pened that a loved relative who recently, after 
@ check-up (which included the making of an 
electrocardiogram that showed nothing 
wrong), suddenly had a terrible heart attack. 
The family is distressed be- 
cause they feel that the ex. 
amining physician should 
have foreseen the disaster 
and perhaps prevented it. 
They have lost faith im the 
medical profession; and, 
very properly, they ask, “If 
this sort of thing can hap- 
pen, why bother to get a 
yearly check-up?” . 

To anyone who under- 
stands the mechanism of 
a coronary heart attack, with the sudden plug- 
ging-up of the all-important artery, it is easy 
to see how the spell could have come the day 
after an examination that had failed to show 
anything wrong. ‘I'm reminded of a time 
when, before starting on a long automobile 
trip, I took my car into the agency shop and 
told the foreman to see that it was in good 
shape. His men checked it over and said it 
was all right. The next day, all of a sudden, 
there came a terrible grinding noise in the dif- 
ferential, and the car had to be towed to a 
shop for extensive repairs. Why was the car 
all right one minute and all wrong the next? 
Because a bit of metal had broken off and had 
dropped into the gears. The point I am mak- 
ing is that so long as that piece of metal re- 
mained in place, all was well, and no mechanic 
could have been expected to tell me the car 
was in danger. 

Similarly, in the man’s heart, so long as the 
-slowly narrowing place in the artery kept car- 
rying enough blood, the man was all right; 
the minute it plugged up and stopped carry- 
ing blood, he was very ill. In many cases the 
patient goes to get an overhauling because he 
has been noticing a little shortness of breath 
on stairs, or he has been getting a twinge of 
pain in his chest when, in the morning after 
breakfast, he walks rapidly in a cold wind. He 
has had a warning, and so without saying any- 
thing-to his wife, he goes to a physician and 
says; “Give me a check,over.” As everyone 
knows, this examination may show. nothing 
wrong. 

NOT ENOUGH TO SHOW 

But why didn’t the electrocardiogram give 
a warning? Because all an electrocardiogram 
does is to show how the contraction wave 
spread over the man's heart. So long as the 


narrowing artery had not closed and hence 
had not caused the death of a small area of 
muscle in the heart, the course of the contrac- 
tion wave would be normal, and the electro. 
cardiogram would have to be normal 

Fortunately, in recent years, Dr. Master of 
New York City has shown us how to reveal 
the presence of a serious narrowing in the 
coronary artery. What we have to do is to 
put the circulation of the heart under strain 
by having the man walk back and forth over 
two steps. If the bore of the artery is nar- 
rowed, not enough blood gets through, and 
then, for a few minutes, a bit of the heart 
muscle, being anemic, works Sq-poorly that 
the electrocardiogram becomes’abnormal. I 
have used this test in dozens of puzzling cafes, 
and in all of them it gave the explanation why 
a man with typical angina pectoris (pain in 
the chest that forced him to stop when he 
tried to walk fast) had a normal “resting elec- 
trocardiogram.” . 

The next question is, when one has a nar- 
row coronary artery what can one do? Must 
one spend the rest of one’s days wrapped up 
in bed?, No. If I had had a “heart attack” I 
would go on living much as I do today. I 
would just be careful to live within my means 
of strength. I probably would be more care- 
ful not to run across wide boulevards filled 
with traffic. I weuld aways wait until the 
green light had just turned, so that I would 
not have to hurry. I would not change an 
automobile tire, and I would not lift a trunk 
in the attic. I would never get angry and 
blow my top. 


HOW TO MEET IT 


I don’t know of any medicine I would take, 
My doctor might want me to take a drug like 
dicoumarol that makes it harder for the blood 
to clot in the artery, but some experts say that 
in “favorable cases” this is not needed. I 
might take a little lipoiodine, or a grain of 
thyroid substance a day—to cut down on the 
cholesterol in the blood (a fatty substance that 
seems to injure our arteries). I would stay on 
a reduction type of diet, with very little cream 
or butter or egg yolk. I would get on a scale 
every morning to see to it that I did not gain 
in weight. 3 

Would I get to worrying badly and feeling 
my pulse every little while and acting like a 
terribly fearful hypochondriac? No: I doubt 
if I would, because a man who worries ter- 
ribly dies a thousand deaths. No: I would be 
like the fighting pilots in the war, who say, 
“When a bullet with my number on it comes 
over, I'll go: before that happens I will be as 
safe as if I were in mother’s rocking chair at 
home.”

this trouble be due to chronic appendicitis, and would it 


help to operate? 
~ Often in desperation an oper- 
ation is performed and the sus- 
pected organ is removed; but 
rarely does this work a cure, 
and often the patient is worse. 
It is highly important to find 
out if the distress is arising in 
any part of the bowel,-and this 
can usually be determined best 
by asking a few questions. If 
it is not related at all to: the 
taking of food, or to the empty 
ing of the bowel with laxatives 
or enemas, or to the. passing of 
flatus, it prohably has nothing 
to do with the digestive tract. If 
it is relieved by walking around 
it is probably arthritic in origin. 
Often the distress is constant, 
every day and every night and 
not influenced by anything the 
patient does. Then I think it 
originates in the nervous sys- 
tem and probably in the brain. 
It is like the constant headache 
for which no cause can be 
found 


TIRED MUSCLES 

Distress that comes particu 
larly when the patient is tired 
is, of course, likely to be due to 
tired muscles and nerves. My 
impression about these persons 
is that in most of them thedis 
tress does not arise in the di 
gestive tract. Only rarely does 
it arise in the apnendix. It cer 
tainly is more than a coinci 
dence that the patient is usually 
a woman and often a rather 
neurotic or psychopathic one 

If disease of the ovaries were 
the cause of the pain one should 
expect it to be worse with each 
period, and. this rarely the 
case with so-called chronic ap 
pendicitis. In puzzling cases I 
have the right kidney and tube 
running from it studied to make 
sure that they are not diseased

comfort is up in the brain, from 
whence the distress is projected 
out to the periphery. 

Abdominal! distress is a com- 
mon initial symptom of neu- 
roses, psychoses, and other di- 
seases of the brain 

One sometimes wonders if, in 
a given case of puzzling indiges- 
tion or distress in the lower ab- 
domen, it would do any good to 
remove the appendix. I once 
wrote an article after studying 
the results of an appendectomy 
in 385 persons who had been 
operated on elsewhere. Among 
those who had never had any- 
thing resembling an acute at 
tack of appendicitis, less than 
1 per cent were relieved of their 
symptoms, and 24 per cent were 
made worse. Among those who 
had had an acute attack or were 
operated on in one, 67 per cent 
were cured 


HISTORY IMPORTANT 

Evidently then, in most cases 
the only criterion on which one 
can safely base the diagnosis of 
chronic appendicitis is the his- 
tory of one or more attacks that 
resembled an attack of acute ap 
pendicitis, with pain severe 
enough keep the patient 
awake most of a night. In my 
series there were many persons 
who were operated on because 
of an X-ray diagnosis of ap 
pendicitis, and in every one the 
persistence the symptoms 
showed that the diagnosis was 
wrong! Actually 
good or trustworthy X-ray sign 
of appendicitis, and many good 
}X-ray men never attempt to 
make the diagnosis.

OTFAWA (CP) — One of Can- 
ada's official executioners 
says some doctors and coroners 
officiating gt hangings often are 
so drunk they cannot properly per- 
form their. duties. 

He also told the Commons - Seo- 
ate committee on capital and cor- 
poral punishment and lotteries that 
he once hanged a man already 
dead from a heart attack, 

The Quebec hangman made the 
statements to the committee at a 
secret meeting May 11 in the 
RCMP barracks on the outskirts

Hanging Quickest, 

The five-foot, 300-pound execu- 
told the committee that 
hanging is the quickest way to ex- 
ecute a person provided the opera- 
tion is properly performed. The 
condemned person lost conscious- 
ness immediately after the trap 
was sprung, whether the neck was 
broken or the individual strangled. 

Officials at executions, he testi- 
fied in French, should refrain from 
using intoxicating liquor. It had 
happened that “the attending phy 
sician or coroner could hardly ap- 
ply his stethoscope to the body of 
the condemned, and the body was 
left balancing on the rope much 
longer than was necessary, and 
such mistake was imputed to the 
executioner."

Erigeron (summer Michael- 
mas) will be imfroved by re 
moving all the thin, weakly 
stems. 

As the perenfiial aster 
(Michaelmas daisy) and the per- 
ennial phlox make their growth 
it will be found well worth 
white to thin the stems to the 
stoutest. Sufficient new growth 
will always be made after the 
| flowering season to ensure in- 
jerease in size of plant for next 
year. 

} In perennial beds which have 


been in use, for more than a 
season, it is well to add some 
fertilizer to each plant,-either 
in the form of a mulch of one 
of the new forms of treated 
peat moss, or a balanced fer- 
tilizer in powder form. These 
must, of course, be well water- 
éd in, or the food will not reach 
the feeding roots. 

Especially in need of a feed- 
ing before and during flowering 
is pyrethrum (the so-called 
painted daisy) which is a gross 
feeder, soon exhausting the soil 
in which it grows. 

Doronicum, the early flower- 
ing yellow daisy, should also 
receive fertilizer and a deep 
watering now that it is almost 
over, in order to build up the 
plant for next year’s bloom.

Congregations at two city 
churches last week-end were 
impréssed with talks by a 
former American airman— 
now a missionary in Japan

States for a year’s study at a 
theological college in Kentucky.

| And these words came from 
a man who was tortured by the 
Japanese and held captive for 
more than three years during 
the Second World War, 

Mr. DeShazer, however, holds 
no bitterness for the country 
because he found God in one of 
its prison camps. 

He was a member of a des- 
perate American bombing mis- 
sion to Tokyo in 1942 led by 
General James Doolittle. Mr. 
DeShazer and his four-man crew 
were shot down along with most 
of the other planes in the at- 
| tack. Two pilots were executed 
and others badly treated in 
prison. 

But in that prison Mr. 
DeShazer's life was to change. 

He was given, among other 
things, a Bible to read. 

“I read it through and de- 
cided to dedicate myself to 
God.” 

On his return to the United 
States, he attended a theolog- 
ical college in Seattle for thrse 
years 

He returned to Japan in 1948, 
his “heart of hatred changed to 
a heart of love.” 

He resolved ‘to bring Chris- 
tianity to a people which had 
mistreated himself and executed 
his fellow warriors.
